DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment after final, filed 1/13/201 1, has been entered and made of record. Claims 
1,4-20 and 22-27 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4-10 and 22-27 are allowed. 

The reasons for allowance can be found in the Office Action dated 9/14/2010. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. As to US # 7,123,304, Lu et al. teaches a hinge for an LCD monitor of a video 
camera, wherein the hinge includes mechanisms for allowing the body of the camera and the 
LCD monitor to rotate about first and second axes, respectively, which are perpendicular to each 
other (Figure 1; Col. 1, Lines 6-10). However, Lu et al. does not teach a third rotatable body 
member rotating about a third axis having the relationship to the first and second axes as required 
by claim 1. As to US # 6,999,802, Kim teaches a clamshell portable telephone having first, 
second and third rotatable body members (Figure 1, members "201", "30" and "108"). However, 
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those body members do not rotate about first, second and third axes, respectively, as required by 
claim 1.
